Several cars of wheat went 
down with the bridge, completely 
damming the water, The engineer 
and fireman jumped. The conductor 
and brakemen and several refugees in 
the caboose had a narrow escape 
Along the track on the river side were 
wreat piles of ties which were burn- 
ing and every minute the people in 
caboose expected to be roasted alive 
They lay down on the floor to keep 
from smothering. Occasionally some 
of the men would crawl out on their 
stomachs and scrape sand on the 
burning ties to keep the flames from 
the caboose.

A horse died tied to a telephone pole

office was lost. Postmaster Dalquist 
was badly burned trying to save some

A special policeman, Walter Farles 
was attacked on Fifth street, Rainy 
river, last night. A gun was fired 
close to his face but the bullet glanc- 
ed off. He was then beaten up badly 
one eye was destroyed and his chances 
of recovery are very slim, as he lay 
all night in a ditch in an alley unable 
to call for help. Armed guards pa- 
trol the streets at night, but so many 
men ar carrying fife arms it is dang- 
erous to be about at night. So far 
however, the hundreds of laborers 
have acted admirably, and it is won- 
derful the fortitude even the wome:

THREE DISTRICT COURTS. 

His Honor Judge Lees presided at 
sittings of the District court at Mor- 
inville on Friday, and at St. Albert 
on Saturday of last week. At Morin- 
ville the case of William Morasses vs. 
Alberta Coal Mining company, came 
up for hearing: In this case the plain- 
tiff, Wm. Morasses, of Morinville, sued 
the Alberta Coal Mining Company, of 
Edmonton, which operates in the Mor- 
inville coal fields, for damages to the 
amount of $160, for the loss of a 
horse, which fell Into a pit on the 
defendant's property and was killed. 
The pit, it was claimed by the plain- 
tiff, had been feft unguarded and in- 
sufficiently fenced, contrary to the 
provisions of the Coal Mines act, cap. 
25, statutes of Alberta, 1906 and am- 
endmegts. After hearing the evidence 
for the piaintift, the trial was ad- 
journed ill the next &ittings of the 
court, with leave to the plaintiff to 
amend his clafm in certain respects. 

The case of L. Montpetit ys, E. Li- 
sean, was disinissed with costs. Judg- 
ment was given for the plaintiff in the 
case of A. Bennett vs. H. Simpson. In 
the case of Bennett vs. Cilfto School 
district, judgment was given for the 
plaintiff for $96 and costs for work 
Judgment was given for the 
plaintiff for $23.75 in the case of Ra- 
cine vs. Wlater. 

At the sitting of the court at St. 
Albert ‘on Saturday, in the case of 
Hogan vs. ©.

Cc. J, Carter and Joe Carson, of ta- 
monton, have returned to the city ar- 
ter a combined business and pleasure 
trip through the districts to the north 
of Edmonton. They went as far nortn 
as Lily Lake and then westwara to 
north of Bon. Accord,- returning 
through the Excelsior and Namao set- 
tlements. They report that chickens 
are plentiful. The farmers are 
through stacking and stook threshing 
is progressing well. It is now the time 
of the potato harvest and the spuas 
are turning out a big crop. 

In the Cover Bar district oats are 
yielding well, according to reports 
from the threshers from 40 pusneis 
all the way up to 80 bushels per 
acre, 

The flow of grain to market wi 
not become very rapid till after freeze 
up. Now that stacking ts about done 
the farmers will no doubt take advan- 
tage of the fine weather to do all tne 
fall plowing they tan before treeze 
up. Some may even delay “their 
threshing till then. 

Reports from Excelsior indicate 
that the threshed grain is turning out 
well. EB. F. Samis, T. H. Gibson ana 
Walter Shuitz have finished threshing, 
The three making a total of over 10,- 
000 bushels of machine measure, 
which usually “weighs out muen 
heavier.
